"Wé certainly appreciate your business, 
but we simply haven't a bushel of hard 
coal on the place. 
Our advice is that 
you get your hard coal from 
whom 
ever you can and not wait on us. 
We 
haven't any idea when we will be able 
to get any—perhaps not for several 
weeks, if then." 


Upon the above advice the aforesaid 
gentleman called up five different coal 
dealers before he was able to get his 
order filled. W h a t is true of hard s^ il 
i."? also true of Pocahontas. 


This condition

Fort Wayne by any means.

not more than one ton to any person, 
and the Chamber of Commerce will su- 
pervise the apportionment of the coal.

It was an evangelical move» 
ment Intended to reach men of all 
tongues; hence one of Luther's first 
acts wa.s to stop the reading of masses 
In Latin and to give to b's efermán 
brethren the Gospel In their own lan- 
guage. The idea caught Are and 
spread rapidly. Begun in 1517 in Ger- 
many, the evangelical principle ol 
Protestantism was planted In Sweden 
by 1525; Denmark and Norway, 1537; 
Iceland, 1551: Llvoñlá, Bsthònia and 
Russia, 1520, Its triumph In Courland, 
Russia, being complete by 1539. It 
Bpread to Hungary In 1606, Bohemia 
iind Moravia. 1609. It had a strong 
hold In Austria In 1528. Its Irfluence 
was strong In England—so strong, in 
fact, that King Henry VH In 1522 
wrote against ^he teachings of the 
Monk of Wltteñbérg. In Scotland lha 
parliament leglslatted to keep ou^ the 
Lutheran Influencei In both France 
and Spain there were mai^y followers 
of Luther as early as 1523. Already 
In 1519 Luther's books were In great 
demand even In Italy. Lutherans were 
martyred In Antwerp, Holland, as early 
as 1523. 
The Augsburg Confession 
was found in Constantinople In 1559. 


Thus the faith of Luther rapidly 
spread practically throughout all Eu- 
rope, which, being at that time the con» 
tinent of highest civilization and in- 
telllgence, the Lutheran faith soon be- 
came-the champion of Intellectual de- 
velopment and missionary endeavor. 


The First Foreign Miesionariet. 


It Is due the Danish Lutherans to 
say that they started evangelical for- 
eign missions by sending out the two 
Lutheran missionarie?, Ziegenbalg and 
Piutschau, who began their work in 
Tranquebar In 1706, almost a century 
before William Carey, by some spoken 
of as the pioneer of Foreign Missions, 
arrived In India, where the real pio- 
neers had already finished a life work 
and rested from their labors in Indld 
graves. 
^ 


^ While the work of the Lutheran 
i Church has been done on a most eco- 
nomical basis, It has been none the less 
effective. Lutherans have missions in 
the following countries : Africa, South, 
East and West; China, India, Green- 
land, Arabia, Turkey, Persia, Papua- 
land, South Australia, Palestine, Syria, 
Egypt, Dutch Indies, New Guinea, To- 
goland, Madagascar, Japan, Burma, the 
Sudan, the Congo, Lapland and Turk- 
estan. There are no less than thirty- 
five European and fourteen American 
Boards, or societies, engaged in this 
Foreign Mission work, having 27,000 
American and European tnissionarles 
and about 15,000 native missionariès. 
The latelst available statistics indicate 
an annual expense oí over $4,000,000 
in maintaining these missions, into 
which have been gathered about a mil- 
lion and a half of native Christians. 
The church preacheis the Gòspèl in fifty 
languages.

German Activity in That 
Republic Promoting In- 
ternal Trouble. 


PLOTS ARE ALMOST 


DAILY DISCOVERY 


Situation Serious and It is 
Likely the Agents Will 
Be Interned. 


Peking. Sept. 10.—(Correspondence 
of 
the 
Associated 
Press. î—German 
plots to promote internal troubles in 
China are being disclosed almost daily 
and the situation Is so serious that 
China undoubtedly will find it necés- 
sary to intern many Germans and Aus- 
trians, if not all of them, before the 
end of the year. 
The allied ministers 
are extremely uneasy over the situa- 
tion. 


China, with its 
lack 
of adequate 
communication and great territory, of- 
fers a fine field for German plots. For 
several years 
German agents 
have 
carried on cpmmercial undertakings in 
Tibet, Turkestan, Mongolia and other 
interior parts of China. 
Consequently 
they speak Chinese fluently and have 
great influence with the lower classes. 


Get Money iii Pekin. 


Through the German and foreign 
legations 
in 
Peking 
these 
interior 
agents have been supplied Avith money 
to stir 
up 
dissension. 
They 
have 
aroused the Mohammedans in western 
China by telling them that this is a 
religious war to eliminate Turkey and 
Mohammedism. Arguments have been 
used 
among the 
Mohammedans 
in 
southwestern China. 


In Mongolia the German and Aus- 
trian agents enlisted many bandits in 
the monarchial movement, and have 
done everything in their power to un- 
dermine the influence of the Peking 
government. 
' 


Kussia's military forces are some- 
what limited now in eastern Siberia 
and consequently 
the 
trans-Siberian 
line is 
seriously 
threatened 
by the 
Mongolian uprisings. 


German agents, also have been able 
to assist many German and Austrian 
war prisoners to escape from Siberia 
into Mongolia and thence into other 
parts of China, 


Diplomat Discloses Plots. 


The Russian 
minister 
in 
Peking, 
Prince Koudacheff, recently addressed 
a communication to the foreign office, 
setting forth in detail the activities of 
pernicious German agents, particular- 
ly those operating in north China. His 
communication showed that the Ger- 
mans have been able to defeat the ef- 
forts of the Russian cousuls and other 
Russian officiais 
to 
keep conditions 
quiet in Mongolia and Manchuria. Ger- 
man 
propagandists have 
fabricated 
many rumors concerning the condi- 
tion in Russia and the progress of the 
war on the western front. 
They have 
been able to get these printed very 
widely in Chinese newspapers, creat- 
ing much misunderstanding between 
China and the allies and have prevent- 
ed the Chinese In many parts of the 
republic from rendering hearty sup- 
port to the allied cause. 


Much of 
the 
German propaganda 
has been traced directly to the German 
banks and prominent German com- 
mercial men in Peking and Tien Tsin. 
Both the British charge d'affaires and 
the Russian minister have named the 
leading German intriguers in letters to 
the foreign office and suggested their 
internment.

ill'. McAdoo, tlie secretary oi the treasury, 
could have gone dii-ectly to the big money 
Interests in New York, Chicago, Boston, Balti- 
more and other financial centers and with no 
great trouble or delay could have disposed of 
the second Liberty Loan issue of bonds. It is 
not the purpose of the government to finance 
this war that fashion. 
If bonds are a good 
thing for financiers to hold they are an equally 
igood thing for the people to hold. The gov- 
i;niment wÉl pay just as high a rate of interest 
on a fifty-dollar bond held by a wageeamer 
te it will on a hundred-thousand-dollar bond 
'held by a Wall street millionaire. 
• Heretofore it has been the practice of the 
lèderai treasury to look almost solely to the 
great banks to absorb issues of national secur- 
ities. 
Now the government comes into the 
midst of the people offering opportunity to 
everybody to become one of the creditors of 
his natiorii^ That is the true spirit of the 
¿emocracy this war is being waged to uphold. 
-Tl^epe ought to be no moping response to it. 
- The government needs the money and the 
people hafré it to lend. 
They aore not asked 
to give it ; they are not even asked to lend it 
on niggardly terms. Four per cent interest 
is a high rate on government bonds and it is 
éil net income for the purchaser of bonds 
luecause the small bondholders will i e exempt 
from eveiy form of taxation upon their 
holdings. 


If the people will take up the second Liberty 
Loan as they took up the first Liberty Loan 
and continue to invest their surplus money 
in bonds on to the end of the war as the 
government from time to time puts out new 
issues, according to its needs, the close of the 
conflict will find the people of America with 
iiillions of dollars in'savings that otherwise 
they would not have. Saving to buy bonds to 
help the government will actuate frugalities 
and effect economies that under other circum- 
itonces hundreds of thousands of Americans 
•—^the least frugal of all civilized peoples— 
would not attempt. There is, too, the consid- 
eration that if the bond issues are absorbed 
by the body of the people the war will not 
leave the country with a nan-ow bond-holding 
elass carrying the government credit for many 
billions and developing a class such as Mr. 
, Bryan was once wont to describe as the "idle 
holders of idle money. ' ' The widest possible 
distribution of the government's war bonds 
will be a sound and healthful condition for 
the country after the war.

THE LIBERTY LOAN PRIMER 


Q. f What is the -second liberty loan 
of 1917? . 
' 
, 
^ A. It is. a loan of money by the peo- 
ple of the United States to their gov- 
ernment. 


Q. W h r does the United States gov- 
ernment-borrow money? 


A. ^Because we -are forced to defend 
ourselves 
against 
the 
attocks 
on 
IVmeridtìn rights by.the German gov- 
•ernment, and 
theréfore 
must have 
money to 
equip 
and 
maintain our 
army and navy. - We need money also 
in order to lend to. those nations with 
whom we are making common cause 
in this war. 


Q. Are not the ordinary receipts of 
the givernment fro mtaxes, 
etc., suffi- 
cent to do this? 


A. No;' the ordinary receipts of the 
government 
are 
about 
one 
and 
a 
quarter billion dollars a year, while 
our expenses of the war for the fiscal 
year ending July 1, 1918, will be over 
$10,000,000,-000, 
not 
including 
thè 
money which we will lend to our al- 
lies. 


Q. How is the. government to raise 
this large amount of money? 


A. By borrowing from the people 
and by increasing taxes. 


Q. When I lend my money to the 
United States government, what do I 
get in return? 


A. You get a promissory note given 
by the United States government and 
bearing interest. 
This note is called a 
"bond." 


Q. What, then, is a United ^States 
government bond? 


A, It is the direct and unconditional- 
promise of the United States of Amer- 
ica to pay upon a certain date a speci- 
fied sum of money in gold, together 
with interest at a specific rate, payable 
at specific dates until the bond ma- 
tures, or is called for redemption. ' 


Q. In what form is this promise? 
A. It Is engraved upon a sheet of 
dlstincflve paper used only for the 
money and securities 
of 
the United 
States, and is executed by the secre- 
tary of the treasury and by the reg- 
istrar of the treasury and sealed with 
th etreasury department seal. 


Q. When are bonds of the second 
liberty loan dated? 


A. November 15, 1917, is the date 
they will bear, because that Is the date 
on which they will be issued by the 
government and the date on which in- 
terest begins. 


Q. When will tliese bonds be paid 
by the government; that Is, when will 
they become due? 


A. November 15, 1942; but the gov- 
ernment has the right to pay them 
any time after ten years from date of 
the bond. 


Q. Do I have to hold my bonds un- 
til the date it is due before I get my 
money back? 


A. No; you can sell your bond any 
time you desire. 
There is always a 
ready market for United Stàtes gov- 
ernment bonds. 


Q. How can such a sale if e made? 
A. Any bank, trust company, 
re- 
liable bond dealer or broker will be 
glad to sell yotir bond for you at any 
time. 


Q. If 
necessary, 
could 
I 
borrow 
money on these bonds? 


A. Yes; 
United States 
government 
bonds ai:e the best secqrity which can 
be ofCered In borrowing money. 
They 
will obtain for you thè best terms pos- 
sible. 
Ask any bank if you desire to 
borrow money on your liberty bonds. 


Q. Do I get 
any 
Interest on my 
money while it is loaned to, my gov- 
ernment? 


A. Yes; the government will pay 
you interest at the rate of 4 per cent, 
a year. 


Q. How do I collect the-interest? 
A.- Attached to each bond is an en- 
graved sheet of interest coupons, one 
for each six months' period. When the 
interest date arrives, you cut off the 
interest coupon of that date and take 
it to any bank, where it can be cashed 
or,deposIted. 


Q. How often do I get this interest? 
A. Every six months. 
This inter- 
est will be paid to you every May 15 
an devery November 15 during the life 
of the bond. 


Q. Is there any way I can collect my 
interest without having to cut the cou- 
pons? 


A. Yes; you can get the govern- 
ment to give you a "registered" bond; 
that is a bond without any coupons at- 
tached and with your name written on 
the bond, "and each six months, as the 
interest falls due, the treasury depart- 
ment will send you a check In pay- 
ment of the Interest. 


Q. Then there are two kinds of lib- 
erty bonds? 


A. Yes; bonds with Interest coupons 
attached, which are called "bearer" or 
"coupon" bonds, and bonds which do 
not have coupons attached, which are 
called "registered" bonds. 


Q. To whom Is a coupon bond pay- 
able? 


A. A coupon bond 
Is 
payable to 
bearer. 


Q. To whom Is a registered bond 
payable ? 


A. A registered bond is payable to 
the person whose name is written on 
its face and no other person. 
A reg- 
istered bond can be transferred from 
one owner to another by the owner 
writing his name on the back of the 
bond in the presence of a witness au- 
thorized by the United States treasury 
department. 


Q. Shall a ^ married woman use her 
own name or her husband's? 


A. Her own—Mrs. Mary Brown, not 
Mrs. John Brown. 


Q, If f should sell my bond, how 
shall I transfer it to the new owner? 


A. If it is a coupon bond, merely by 
delivery. Just hand it to the new own- 
er. 


Q. >Suppose It is a registered bond? 
A. You must execute the blank form 
on the^ back of the bond In accordance 
wll^ directions there given. . 


Q. Suppose à married woman wants 
to transfer a bond made oiit in her 
maiden name? 


A. She should sign herself "Mary 
JoneSi now by marriage Mary Brown." 


Q. Can I lend any amount to the 
government and get a bond in réturn. 


A. No; 150 is the smallest amount 
that the'government will accept in re- 
turn for a bond. Coupon bonds are is- 
sued In the following fixed denomina- 
tions:

and. |10;000; registered bond« ar« ia-

Q. Has 
the United 
States 
issued 
bonds before, and if so, has It ever 
failed to pay all of its bonds when they 
became due ? 


A. 
This 
government 
has 
issued 
bonds before, and has never failed to 
pay eYery bond when it became due, 
with all the interest on same. Even 
after the civil war, when the country 
was suffering from a heavy debt and 
was not nearly so rich as it is today, 
all of the government bonds were paid 
when they became due. 


Q. Are liberty bonds exempt from 
taxation? 


A. 
The bonds are exempt both as 
to principal and interest from all taxes 
imposed by the United States, any 
state, or any of the possessions of the 
United States, or by local taxing au- 
thority, except: 


(a) Estate or inheritance taxes. 
(b) 
Graduated additional 
Income 
taxes, commonly known as surtaxes 
and excess profits or war-profits taxes 
now 
or 
hereafter imposed 
by 
the 
United 
States upon the Income 
of 
profits 
of 
corporations, 
indivduals, 
partnerships, or associations. 


The interest on an amount of bonds 
and certificates, not in excess of $5,000 
in one ownership, is exempt from the 
taxes provided for in class (b) above. 


Q. 
Does this mean that the bonds 
are free from all local taxation? 


A. 
Yes; the local assessor or tax 
collector cannot assess these bonds as 
personal property. 


Q. * Has our country sold any lib- 
erty bonds Before before ? 


A. 
Yes; $2,000,000,000 bearing 3% 
per cent interest, were sold in June, 
1917. 


Q. 
Did the people generally sub- 
scribe for these bonds? 


A. 
Yes; more than 4,000,000 per- 
sons bought all of these bonds and of- 
fered to buy a bilUon more than were 
offered. 


Q. 
Did all who subscribe for Lib- 
erty Bonds get 
their 
full subscrip- 
tions? 


A. 
No; the government only asked 
to borrow $2,000,000,000 from the peo- 
ple, and therefore only desired to sell 
$2,000,000,000 of bonds. As more than 
$3,000,000,000 
were 
subscribed 
for, 
the secretary of the treasury cut down 
some of the subscriptions. 


Q. Were those who desired to lend 
small sums to the government—that 
Is, who subscribed to'fimall amounts of 
bonds—favored ? 


A. Yes; all those who subscribed to 
bonds from $50 up .to $10,000 were 
given the full amount. 


Q. How about those who subscribed 
for larger amounts? 


A. 
These were cut down so that 
some of those who subscribed for ex- 
ceedingly large amounts received only 
about one-fifth of the amount of their 
subscription. 


Q. 
Is the government likely to of- 
fer other bonds for sale during the 
war? 


A. 
Yes. 


Q. 
Suppose tbe government offers 
bonds in the future which will pay a 
higher rate of interest than,4 per cent? 


A. 
if so, the holder of a Liberty 
Bond will have the right to exchange 
this b6nd for one bearing the higher 
rate of interest. 


Q. What is the amount of the sec- 
ond Liberty Loan? 


A. 
The secretary of the treasury is 
inviting subscriptions'for $3,000,000,- 
000 and reserves the right to allot ad- 
ditional bonds 
up 
to 
one-half 
the 
amount of any oversubscription. 


Q.. How was this bond issue created ? 
A. 
It was authorized by an act of 
congress and approved by the president 
of the United States. 


Q. How much do bonds of the Sec- 
ond Liberty Loan cost? 
A. 
From $50 to $100,000, whatever 
their face value calls for. 
The law 
states that these bonds must be sold 
at not less than "par;" that is, their 
face value—100 cents on the "dollar. 


Q. How can I buy the bonds of the 
Second Liberty Loan? 


A. 
By filling out an 
application 
blank and handing it to any banker or 
trust company, bond dealer or broker, 
or to one of the federal reserve banks, 
or to the treasury department at Wash- 
ington. 


Q. 
When can this application for 
bonds be made? 


A. At any time from the 1st day of 
October to the close of business on the 
27th day of October, 1917. 


Q. In what form must applications 
to buy a liberty bond be made? 


A. 
All applications must bo in the 
form prescribed by the secretary of the 
treasury, obtainable at any bank or 
from a liberty loan committee. 


Q. 
Must the-full price of bonds be 
paid on application? 


A. 
No; only 2 per cent of 
the 
amount you want to bujcis required 
when application is made. 


Q. 
When must the remainder be 
paid? 


A. In installments as follows: Eight- 
een per cent on November 15, 1917; 49 
per cent on December 15, 1917; and 
40 per cent on January 15, 1918. 


Q. Can I buy a bond on the instaH- 
ment plan by paying for it weekly or 
monthly? 


A. 
The treasury department will 
not accept payments In this manner, 
but many banks and a great many 
employers will sell you a bond and al- 
low you to pay for it in partial pay- 
ments. 
If you desire to pay for your 
bonds in this way, consult your em- 
ployer or any banker. 


Q. When wiirthe subscribers know 
how many bonds they will receive on 
their subscriptions? 


A. 
The secretary 
of 
the treasury 
will announce this about the 6th of No- 
vember, 1917. This is known as mak- 
ing the "allotment." 


Q. 
Must all subscribers to liberty 
bonds wait until the allotment Is made 
to know whether or not they will re- 
ceive their bonds? 


A. No; a subscriber for bonds up to 
$1,000 is certain to receive his bond. 


Q. 
If I desire to pay for the bonda 
at the time I make my aub'aorlptlon, 
may I do so? 


A. 
Yes; you can ^ y in full for any 
bonds you buy up . to and including 
$1.000; but subscribers for more than 
this amount must wait until the allot- 
ment is made. 


Q. If I pay in full for a $S0, $100, 
$600 or $1,000 bond, do I receive the 
bond? 


A. 
Yes; you will reoolvo a bond 
dated Novemtteir 15, 1917. and bearing 
interest from date. 
Irou will, receive 
It. within a aho^.tlnie after your pay«. 


will have coupons attached, covering 
the semi-annual Interest for a period 
of two years. 
After November 15, 
1919, and befoie May 15, 1920, tho 
holder will have an opportunity to 
exchange thia bond for a new bond 
having a full set of coupons. 


Q. 
Why are bonds laaaed in thia 


A. 
The work pT engraving boada 
with a large number of coupbna at- 
tached is so great that bonds can not 
be ready for delivery to purehaaera 
within a reasonable time except by re- 
ducing the number of coupons. 


Do subscribers to liberty bonda 
receive particular recognition? 


A. 
Yes; each subscriber is given a 
badge of honor in t^e form of an olIi> 
cial button. 


Q. 
To whom shall I make .pay.. 


ments? 


A. 
Payments can be made to the 
treasury department at Washington or 
to one of the twelve federal reaerva 
banks In cash, by bank draft, certified 
check, postofflce money order, or ax- 
press company money order, but sub« 
scrlbers are urged to make all pay- 
ments on their bonds to the bank with 
whom they placed their subacriptiona. 


Q. What provision is made for tho 
-interest accruing on the bonds from 
November 15, 1917, to May 15, 1918, a 
six months period, when final payment 
on the bonds Is not made until Jan- 
uary 15, 1918? 


A. 
Interest 
from 
November 
18, 
1917, to date of final or full payment 
must be added to the last payment. 
Credit will be given the subscriber for 
interest at the same rate upon all tho 
payments. Tables showing the amount 
of accrued Interest pas^ble on January 
15, 1918, and on various interest days 
after payment has been made, will be 
distributed through the banks by the 
treasury department. 


Q. 
As a praactical matter, will I 
have any difficulty in attending 
to 
these details? 


A. 
None at all. 
Any bank, trust 
company, bond house, or broker will 
gladly give you full instructions at any 
time without charge. 


Q. How may women' aid the liberty 
loan? 


A.- First: 
By the purchase of lib- 
erty bonds. 
Second: 
By helping to 
sell liberty bonds to others. 


Q. Can a woman own a liberty bond 
as her personal property? 


A. 
A liberty bond is the personal 
property of the purchaser or of tho 
person to whom the purchaser may 
sell or assign it. 
If it is a registered 
bond, the record of its ownership Is a 
matter of governmental record. A lib- 
erty bond is therefore the property of 
the. woman who buys It until she dis- 
poses of it. 


Q. 
Why should women buy liberty 
bonds? 


A. 
Because liberty bonds are the 
method adopted by tho government 
of the United States to take care of 
the soldiers, sailors and marines who 
are fighting America's war. 
Tho suc- 
cess of our men in this war will benefit 
women no less than men. Women may 
not fight, but women may aid men in 
providing the sinew of war for the 
fighters. 
To 
women, 
even 
more 
poignantly 
than 
to men, come 
the 
words of the secretary of the treasury, 
"Shall we be more tender with our 
dollars than with the lives of our 
sons?" 


Q. 
What may women's organiag^ 
tions do to promote the liberty loan ? 


A. 
Every organisation of 
women 
has a fund of some sort which may bo 
used to aid the liberty loan. The money 
of this fund may be Invested in liberty 
bonds. 
There Is no better investment 
for the funds of an institution, a com- 
munity, or of an organization. 
Every 
women's organization in the country 
should be represented by investment 
In the liberty bonds. 


Q. How does the purchase of liberty 
bonds express the patriotism of 
tho 
American people? 


A. 
Every 
citizen 
of 
tho 
United 
States who buys a liberty bond regis- 
ters his approval of our defending our- 
selves against Germany. Every citizen 
who buys a liberty bnod testifies to hli 
love of country. Every citizen who buys 
a liberty bond contributes toward vi«- 
tory.

U. S. TARES FIRST Ì»LACE IN MERCHANT MARINÈ 


V 
Vessels in Hand, New Ships 
Commandeered, Vessels in 
Process of Construction 
and Enemy Tonnage That 
Was Confiscated Make Up 
an Immense Total. 


Special Dispatch from Harry B. Hunt, 
of Our Washin^rtou Bureau. 


Washington D. C. ,Oct. 16.—Uncle 
Sam steps into the front rank of mas- 
ter mariners next Monday, Oct. 15, 
when the government takes over, by 
brder'of the shipping board, absolute 
control of every American vessel of 
more than 1,500 tons. 


He will begin operations with a fleet 
of 575 vessels, with an aggregate ton- 
nage of 3,571,644, to which he will 
add, within the next year, 636 vessels 
now building or under contract for the 
fleet corporation. 
These new vessels 
will have a tonnage of 5,923,000, giv- 
ing Uncle Sam, befoi-e the close of 
1918—losses by submarines not con- 
sidered—a fleet of 1,211 vessels, with 
a tonnage of 9,494,644. 


This will place him second only to 
the British government as a shipping 
power, if, Indeed, it does not put him 
into first place.

With this new step in shipping con- 
trol, Uncle Sam becomes absolute dic- 
tator of all American shipping. 
For 
the remainder of the war every Ameri- 
can vessel will operate under his or- 
ders, will be insured by his own war 
risk bureau, and all new construction 
will be on his order. 
Private owners, 
continuing to operate 
their

will do so solely under government di- 
rection and control. 


Despite the disputes that hampered 
progress during the first few months 
of the war, a great American merchant 
marine Is rapidly taking shape. 
Of- 
ficials who are following the progress 
of construction of 
new' vessels 
are 
most optimistic, and the better rela- 
tions now existing between the ship- 
ping board and the fleet corporation 
has resulted in a harmonious speeding 
up of

shipbuilding and 
ship- 
operating schedules. 


The first of the new vessels 
con- 
tracted for by the 
fleet 
corporation 
will bjO-ready for delivery before Jan- 
uary i. A few deliveries will be made 
in February and March. 
With the 
coming of April, however, the 
new 
units of the shipping fleet will begin 
to 
come 
In quantities sufficient,, »to 
make their presencet felt. 
More than

Over 125 Per cent Higher in 
First Year of Civil War 
Th^n Now. . 


Chicago, IIL, Oct. 16.—Prices of 
'many staple foods ^veraged about 129 
per cent higher during the first year 
of the civil war than today, according 
to items taken froiu an invoice of goods 
sold by S. Hamill^& Co., wholesale 
f g^rocers of Keokuk, Iowa, to R. J. Ja- 
cobs. a retailer, June 22, 1862. The old- 
invoice which was discoVered here to- 
l ^ a y by a student of food prices was 
compared 
with 
present 
prices and 
caused considerable discussion among 
grocers and commission men. 


Sugar in those civil war days sold 
for $58 a barrel, rice at $31.38 a barrel, 
tobacco at more than double the pres- 
ent price and tea at $101.52 for a 25- 
pound chest. 
Twenty-five pounds of 
the same grade of tea today may be 
bought for $18.90. 
Coffee also was 
nearly four times as high aj at present. 


The same bill of groceries and sun- 
dries that then brought $644.14 may 
be bought today for $281.61. 


Naturally rice, sugar, cotton and to- 
bacco, products of the south were un- 
usually high in the north during the 
civil war and transportation facili- 
ties for bringing tea and coffee to this 
country were not what they are to- 
day. 


Many of the articles sold then are 
handled in different forms today. Some 
commodities such as mackere and cod- 
fish were cheaper then than now. 
Pa- 
per bags were higher in those days 
despite the present high cost of paper.

Press. )-i-^u8t across this narrow strait 
lies Albania, that no-man's land over 
which Italy haa juat proclaimed a pro- 
tectorate. 
One can see plainly from 
here the barren grey mountains of 
Albania, making a ragged Une along 
the sky. 
They lie very near, harly 
more than ten miles oflt, and an op- 
tional 
illusion 
makes 
them 
seem 
nearer. 
Many Albanians are seen on 
the streets here, the men big-bodied 
and rather 
fierce 
looking, 
wearing 
their 
picturesque 
native 
costume. 
With Albania so near at hand, this is 
a good place to look into the Albanian 
question at close range. 


Italy'sproclamation of a protector- 
ate over Albania has thrown one more 
problem into the European patchwork 
which will have to be settled at the 
peace conference. 
Just now the ques- 
tion is boiling here, 
and 
at 
Paris, 
Komeand Athens. 
There are three 
distince currents—^the Italian, whch 
supports the protectorate as a measure 
of 
self-defense for Italy's 
exposed 
front on the Adriatic; 
the 
Greek, 
which looks upon Albania as north- 
ern Greece and calls It Epirus; and 
the southern Slav«, that powerful and 
growing union of Serbs, Croats, Slo- 
vaks and all other Slavs of the Western 
Balkans. 
These latter, the Slavs, look 
upon Italy's protectorate as a more to 
encircle the Adriatic and close out the 
Balkan people from ever getting to 
the sea. 


AIlMUiis Not Consulted. 


What Albania herself things of It 
no one seems 
to 
have 
considered. 
Thisseems rather singular at a time 
when the great powers are talking so 
much about the principle of nation- 
ality, and the right of all people to de- 
termine their own political destinies. 
The Albanians are never heard from 
with Italian miUtary lines stretching 
across Albania, from Valona to Saloni- 
ki. 
Military necessity as well as self- 
defense made the protectorate neces- 
sary. 
But Italy has no territorial as- 
pirations over Albania, belond the de- 
fense of Its own Interests. 
Th® pro- 
tectorate, therefore, is merely tem- 
porary; and Italy will leave to the 
powers to settle at the close of the 
war what shall be done as to Albania. 


This Italian view is not accepted by 
the Serbian and Slav 
element 
one 
finds here. 
They look upon the pro- 
tectorate as a move of conquest di- 
rectly opposed to the high aims pro-

Dr. 
Trumbic is a* former member of tho 
Austrian parliament, where he rep- 
resented the Slav-Croats of Dalmatia. 
He looks upon this whole region along 
the 
eastern 
Adriatic as essentially 
Slav, with Slav population at all the 
ports and town, and with practically 
no 
Italians. 
Why then, he 
asks, 
should the up-holders of the doctrine 
of nationality seek a loot-hold where 
they have no nationals, no citizens. 


Resisted Austrfans. 


The Slavs resisted the Austrian ef- 
fort to dominate the easteri Ariatic, 
and they see no particular difference 
in having the Italians dominate it in- 
stead of the Austrians. 
The natural 
sea outlet for the Yougoalav state, em- 
bracing: Serbia, Croatia and all the 
southern Slav territory-, is toward the 
Adriatic, and while this outlet is north 
of Albania, yet the Slavs look 
upon 
the Italian protectorate over Albania 
as one moye in the general plan for 
Italian 
extension 
along 
the 
whole 
eastern Adriatic, making it ^.in effect 
an Italian lake. 


The Greek side of 
this 
Albanian 
question was explained by the Greek 
minister 
of 
public 
domain, 
Mr. 
Michaelacopoulos, 
on 
the 
ivay 
to 
Athens. 
Albania is essentially Greek 
on this question as to who shall rule 
them, and apparently they care noth- 
ing about how it is settled. 
These Al- 
banian men and women who come 
here are looked -upon as docile peas- 
ants. Incapable of having any polit- 
ical aspratons or of the desire to form 
a nation. 


Albania appears to be the one coun- 
try abandoned by nature, aa so poor is 
resources as not to be worth develop- 
ment or progress. 
It has lain here for 
centuries, alongside the great centers 
of ancient culture, midway between 
Rome and Athens, and yet it is as 
backward today as it was centuries 
ago, and the people are as primitive 
and uncivilized as some of the wild 
tribes of central Africa. 
In northern 
Albania the people are savage moun- 
taineers. 
There is nothing like or- 
ganized industry or agriculture any- 
where: no gathering in towns 
and 
cities and the development of society. 


There is no such thing as a bank in 
all Albania. 
There 
is no 
railway. 
Roads are the foot-paths of ages, or 
the old 
military highways 
of 
the 
Romans. 
Although Albania has an 
Adriatic front rivaling Italy's, yet she 
hasn't a port or harbor from end to 
end. 
And yet the Albanians are a 
distinct race, with their own language, 
but without the ability through all 
the ages to lift themselves into an or- 
ganized state. 


Albania's Indifference. 


It is this indifference of Albania it- 
self, that has brought the rival inter- 
ests clasing from three sides. 
Coming 
through Rome, the Italian 
position 
was explained to the writer as follows: 
Italy has a geograpTilcal relation to 
Albania, much like the United States 
has to Cuba, Cuba, Porto Rice or the 
Panama canal. 
That is. It is the gteat 
power nearest to Albania, and nat- 
urally having the most intimate con- 
cern in its future. 
Moreover, Italy 
has an exposed coast-line on the Adri- 
atic immediately across from Albania, 
and only sixty miles 
away 
at 
the 
Strait of Otranto. Italy's eastern coa.st 
is exposed in the sense that it is a low, 
marshy front incapable of having a 
fortified port from one end to 
the 
other. 


Naturally, therefore, with Albania 
just across the way and very near at 
hand, Italy's action was one of self- 
defense. 
This was particularly true 
territory, ho points out, and is repre- 
sented in the Greek parliament by 
twelve Albania delegates. 
Greeks and 
Albanians have long mingled together 
in this territory xmtll the two races 
are practically merged. 
From 
the 
standpoint of nationality, therefor, the 
Italian protectorate cannot be Justi- 
fied. 
But the minister feels that all 
countries having the cause of the en- 
tente allies at heart, should seek to 
reconcile their dlffernces. 
Therefore, 
h believes a compromise or entente 
could be made, based on three princi- 
ples, namely: 


"First, no territory to be acquired 
in the spii-it of territorial extension or 
conquest. 
Second, Greece would be 
disposed to recognize Italy's right of 
military self-protection on the Alban- 
ian coast, as long as the doctrine of na- 
tionality is not violated. 
Both these 
objects could be secured by an Italian- 
Greek commission, which would strict- 
ly limit Italy's military zone on the 
coast, and not permit it to extend into 
the 
Interior. 
Thii'd. 
an 
economic 
agreement between C.iecco and Italy

The Greek minister's suggestion of 
a Greek-Italian entente 
on 
Albania 
may yet become the solution of the 
problem, for it seems to satisfy Italj''s 
chief aim of military self-defense, and 
at the same time satisfies the Greek 
aim not to have Italy make Albania 
a field of territorial occupation and ag- 
grandizment. 
The Slavs, too, would 
probably be satisfied if Italy's aspir- 
ations were held within detinite limits

These 
three 
views—the 
Italian, 
Greek and Slav—sum up the main cur- 
rents in this latest Balkan complica- 
tion over the control of Albania. Much 
is being said on each side, and prob- 
ably it was one of tho main subpects 
discussed at the recent secret confer- 
ence on the Balkans hel dat Paris. 


Out of all the discussion, however, 
the one essential point which seems 
to be emerging is that the doctrine oi 
nationality will have to be recognized 
by all the p.arties, and that its recogni- 
tion will confine Italy's sphere of in- 
fluence in Albania strictly to militarj 
i elf-defense.

Begun in 1517 in Ger- 
many, the evangelical principle ol 
Protestantism was planted in Sweden 
| by 1525; Denmark and Norway, 1537; 


Iceland, 1551; Livonia, Esthonia and 
Russia, 1520, its triumph In Courland, 
Russia, being complete by 1539. 
It 


spread to Hungary In 1600, Bohemia 
and Moravia, 1609. 
Tt had a strong 


hold in Austria.In 1528.. Its Influence 
was strong in England—so strong, in 
fact, that King Henry VII In 1522 
wrote against the teachings of the 
Monk of Wittenberg. In Scotland tha 
parliament legislated to keep ouf tha 
Lutheran Influence. 
In both Francs 


and Spain there were mai.y followers 
nf Luther as early as 1523. 
Already 


In 1510 Luther's books were In great 
demand even in Italy. L.itherans were 
martyred In Antwerp, Holland, as early 
as 1523. 
The Augsburg Confession 


was found In Constantinople In 1559. 


Thus the faith of Luther rapidly 


spread practically throughout all Eu- 
rope, which, being at that time the con- 
tinent of highest civilization and In- 
telligence, the Lutheran faith soon be- 
came the champion of Intellectual de- 
velopment and missionary endeavor. 


The First Foreign Mlsilonarlct. 
It Is due the Danish Lutherans to 


say that they started evangelical for- 
eign missions by sending out the two i 
Lutheran missionaries, Zicgcnbalg and 
Plutschau, who began their work In 
Tranquebar In 1700, almost a century 
before William Carey, by some spoken 
of as the pioneer of Foreign Missions, 
arrived in India, -where the real pio- 
neers had already finished a life work 
and rested from their labors In India 
graves.

Peking. Sept. 10.—(Correspondence 


of the Associated Press.)—German 
plots to promote internal troubles in 
China are being disclosed almost daily 
and the situation Is so Serious that 
China undoubtedly will find it neces- 
sary to intern many Germans and Aus- 
trians, if not all of "them, before the 
end of the year. The allied ministers 
are extremely uneasy over the situa- 
tion. 
China, with its lack of adequate 


communication and great territory, of- 
fers a fine field for German plots. For 
several years German agents have 
carried on commercial undertakings in 
Tibet, Turkestan, Mongolia and other 


I interior parts of China. Consequently 
they speak Chinese fluently and have 
great influence with the lower classes. 


Get Money in Peldn. 


Through the German and foreign 


legations in Peking these 
interior 


agents have been supplied with money 
to stir up dissension. They have 
aroused the Mohammedans in western 
China by telling them that this is a 
religious war to eliminate Turkey and 
Mohamniedism.! Arguments have been 
used among the Mohammedans in 
southwestern China.

They have 
been able to gel; these printed very 
widely in Chinese newspapers, creat- 
ing much misunderstanding between 
China and the allies and have prevent- 
ed the Chinese .in many, parts of the 
republic from rendering hearty sup- 
port to tho allied cause.

Q. Why should women buy llberty 


bonds? 


A. Because liberty bonds are the 


method adopted by the government 
of the United States to take c&re of 
the soldiers, sailors and marines who 
are fighting America's war. The suc- 
cess of our men in this war will benefit 
women no less than men. Women may 
not fight, but women may aid men in 
providing the sinew of war for the 
fighters.

" The first of the 'new vessels con- 
tracted for by the fleet corporation 
will be ready for delivery before Jan- 
uary 1.
